At a meeting of the Ohio county Board of Health, held 
at the office of the Judge of the Cotinty Court, January, 29, 
1919, on motion of Dr. J. W. Taylor, seconded by Dr. J. O. 
McKinney, it was ordered, by unanimous vote of tli« board, 
a quorum being present, that all of Ohio county bf, and it 
b. put under ban for prevention of die spread of influenza. 
^Mra shall be no congreg&ting at churches, schools, courts, 
stores, postoffices, hotel lobbies, shows, or other places of 
business or amusement, or at funerals, public or audvcirtised 
sales at stores, or public meetings of any kind, private par- 
ties or entertainments with more than four parsons present 
Barber shops, stores and other placep of bu t la es s mdst be 
^mtilated. Persons must not loaf at such places for any 
length of time at all, but oaiut attend to^^ir busiafftdUMi 
move out at once. 

Town authorities, school boards, postmatters, mer- 
chants, manaaers of business, town aaarahalis, constables, 
magistrates, we sheriff and his depolies aad all ether offi- 
cials, and physiciar^s are hereby ordered and directed to do 
all and everything within their reepectiye powars to carry 
out this order. 

This order shall bo affective from and after this date 
until the further ordir of tUt board, and in any eYont until 
April 1, 1919.
